BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Venezuela, Ciudad Bolivar.—The following information is from the 
report by H.M. Consul at Ciudad Bolivar (Mr. C. de Lemos) on the 
trade of that district in 1912, which will shortly be issued :— 

Merchants and consumers in Ciudad Bolivar purchase principally 
through buying agents or merchants in Europe and the United 
States. The fiscal laws of Venezuela are complicated and stringent 
and require a most careful compliance in order to avoid fines and 
seizures. All duties are payable on the gross weight of the ship- 
ments, and the question of economical packing becomes one of great 
importance. Agents or merchants in the United Kingdom who attend 
to these shipments should possess special knowledge and experience of 
the trade. Moreover, long credits are demanded and granted, while 
no efficient banking facilities exist at present. 

Catalogues and price lists which reach the Consulate from United 
Kingdom manufacturers are distributed to possible buyers, or are 
kept for reference in case of enquiries. Purchasers will, however, 
rarely venture on a direct order and prefer to act through their own 
agents. 

Nearly all the imports are manufactured goods, the principal 
articles being as follow :— 

Linen, cotton, silk and woollen goods, jute bagging, hats, wmbrellas 
and fancy articles, perfumes and toilet soaps, books, stationery, glassware, 
crockery and china, hardware, machinery and tools, chemicals, paints, 
enamelled and galvanised iron goods, lamps, lanterns, machetes, agricul- 
tural implements, carlide of calcium, cement, resin, flour, rice, lard and 
other provisions, tinned and other preserves, confectionery, jams, wines, 
spirits, beer, mineral waters, coal, petroleum and ous.

The Board of Trade have examined and tested a pattern of a 
weighing instrument described as a Butcher's Steelyard, of the form 
herewith shown, similar in principle of construction to the one 
referred to in Notice 84, dated May, 1909 (see “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 15th July, 1909, p. 1134), but modified in certain 
details of construction, and have issued a certificate under the pro- 
visions of Section 6 of the above Act that the pattern is not such as 
to facilitate the perpetration of fraud. The modifications include (1) 
the alteration of the shank from a flat to a triangular section, (2) the 
fitting of a double-sided dial and operating handle, and (3) the fitting 
of a “skid” on the handle in place of the original roller. 
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GERMAN TEXTILE INDUSTRY IN 1912. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Commercial 
Attaché at Frankfort-on-Main (Sir F. Oppenheimer) on the trade of 
Germany in 1912, which will shortly be issued :— 

Among the German exporting industries the manufacture of textiles 
formerly occupied one of the leading places. [or years past a change 
has taken place. ‘The export trade has been steadily rendered 
more difficult in consequence of the growth of a foreign competition, 
which was protected in reply to the German protective measures. 
The textile industries in Germany are satisfied if they can at least 
hold their own. When the fashions are in their favour, they succeed 
in doing so—as is at present the case, owing to the great demand for 
velvet. The export trade is now undergoing a change in character 
because the export of the cheaper goods in bulk, which former foreign 
customers now manufacture themselves, is steadily receding; efforts 
are being made to replace these cheaper goods by goods of a higher 
quality. During the last two years the value of the foreign trade has 
developed as follows :—

An increase in the export is achieved with difficulties ; under the 
heading of woollens there is an actual decrease in comparison with the 
figures of 1911. The export of silks has barely changed ; the cotton 
industries alone show a comparatively greater advance. 

The German ready-made clothing industries, which used to be 
unrivalled, are in an unsatisfactory condition. The value of their 
exports has scarcely increased with the increased cost of their materials. 

The cotton industries, which had suffered from the drop in the price 
of raw cotton, benefited mm 1912 from the prices in this branch of 
textiles. The demand for cotton goods increased, and the cotton 
spinning industry especially reports a lively trade. Cotton velvets 
benefited greatly from the fashion. The coming fashion is believed 
to be more in favour of the woollen industries. 

The wool weaving industries have formed a price convention which 
may prove helpful. ‘This branch has suffered perhaps more than any 
other from the Balkan war. 

In the si/k industries, sales were unsatisfactory with the exception 
of velvet. The linen industries still show no improvement; most of 
the share companies in this branch were unable to declare any 
dividends in 1912, chiefly owing to the high price of flax. 
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SCOTTISH CURED HERRING TRADE WITH THE 
CONTINENT. 


The following information relative to the trade in Scottish cured 
herrings in Russia and Germany is taken from a report made by the 
Scottish General Inspector of Sea Fisheries on his visit of inspection 
in 1912 :— 

So far as the Continental markets for Scottish herrings are con- 
cerned, the season of 1912 may be said to have been one of the 
most satisfactory in the annals of the industry. Previous to the 
commencement of the herring fishing season, the stocks of old 
herrings in Russia and Germany were practically cleared out. In 
the early part of the season the demand was exceptional owing to 
the high price of meat and other provisions, the prospect of a good 
harvest in Russia, and also because there was no competition with 
the fish of other countries. 

Growing demand in Russia.—Notwithstanding the high duty of 
about 13s. per barrel, the demand in Russia appears to be growing 
by leaps and bounds. As an instance of how this branch of the 
industry is now being pushed, it may be mentioned that some 30 
years ago, when the duty was 5s. per barrel, the Scottish export 
to St. Petersburg was little more than 49,000 barrels, whereas it now 
stands at 300,000 barrels. Even with this quantity prices are not in 
the least affected, nor does the increased supply appear to be greater 
than the demand. For the past three years there has appeared to be 
an unlimited demand for herrings of good quality in Russia and 
Siberia. 

Demand maintained in Germany.—In Germany the demand for 
Scottish herrings was quite up to the average, although in some 
districts the high prices were said to have interfered with the con- 
sumption ; in fact, many of the stores were observed to be practically 
empty. 

Early Herrings.—Although the early herrings turned out more 
satisfactory in quality than for the past few years, there were several 
parcels on the market which were no credit either to curer or im- 
porter, and upon which heavy losses were probably sustained. 
Now that this early fishing has become general, however, buyers have 
come to learn that these immature herrings do not keep, and 
that the risk in storing is considerable. Consequently every oppor- 
tunity is taken by the importer to effect a sale, but unless weather is 
favourable for transport to the interior the goods under changed con- 
ditions invariably deteriorate. It appears that these early herrings 
can only be effectively preserved by being laid on ice, and until some 
such storage is provided abroad, and curing and storing in Scotland 
are carried on under shelter from the sun, the marketing of these 
herrings will always remain a risky business. The importers at 
several of the Baltic ports are bestirring themselves with the view of 
erecting ice-cellarage and cold-storage accommodation to meet the 
changed condition of things in the trade. 

Light Salting.—-Light salting, which was so much in evidence in 
1909 and 1910, has practically disappeared. Curers, acting on advice 
and taught by previous losses, have come to realise that the herrings 
must be cured to keep, otherwise they are valueless as food. 
Construction of Barrels.—The construction of herring barrels used 
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Scottish Cured Herring Trade with the Continent. 








in the fishing continues to give general satisfaction. It would be well, 
however, for barrel manufacturers to maintain the maximum thick- 
ness of stave. The iron hoops on both ends appear to be the most 
convenient for all concerned, although last season more wooden hoops 
were used than in any previous year owing to the coal strike. It 
cannot, however, be overlooked that in this branch of the industry 
other countries are not lagging behind, for during the past three years 
the Dutch have considerably improved their packing, with the result 
that there is a growing demand for their herrings, which at several 
places in the interior come more into competition with the Scottish 
article than formerly. 

Prices.— Throughout the season there was a steady increase in price. 
Crown brands, which are recognised as the standard fish, were higher in 
price than in any previous season, and were from 5s. to 9s. per barrel in 
advance of the fish of any other country. The consumption was . 
greatly encouraged by the high price of meat. It cannot, however, 
be lost sight of that the great demand for Scottish herrings was due 
to the fact that there was a decrease of 330,000 barrels in the catch of 
other countries, as compared with the previous year. 





MINERAL OIL INDUSTRY OF THE CAUCASUS. 


The following particulars relating to the mineral oil industry of the 
Caucasus are from the report by H.M. Consul at Batoum (Mr. P. 
Stevens) on the trade of that district in 1912, which will shortly be 
issued :— 

Whilst obviously continuing to decline in prosperity owing to the 
systematic exhaustion of its long-drained oilfields, the activity of the 
Baku oil industry was, nevertheless, very marked during the year 
1912, and the conditions under which its development took place 
were, generally speaking, exceptionally favourable to oil producers. 

Prices.—Prices of oil reached record figures during the year. Since 
the end of 1910 prices of crude oil rose from 14°4 to 38°39 
copecks (84d. to 92d.) per poud, or by nearly 170 per cent. In 
1912 “ Mazut” rose from 21°2 to 34°3 copecks (54d. to 84d.) per 
poud, or over 60 per cent. In November, 1912, a slight decline 
in the prices of crude oil took place, but the year closed with “ Mazut” 
at 38 to 39 copecks (94d. to 97d.) per poud. . 

Production.—The abnormally high prices were accompanied by an 
increase in production owing to the greater activity exhibited by 
producers in boring new wells. Another marked feature of the 
industry during the year under review was the part taken by new 
territory in contributing towards the increased production. 

The total yield from new wells in 1912 is said to have been 
55,200,000 pouds (about 890,322 tons), or over 12 per cent. of the 
total quantity produced by the fields forming the Baku oil territory. 
This increase in production was the direct result of the enhanced 
prices of petroleum products which ruled throughout the year, and 
points to the producers taking advantage of the favourable 
situation to increase production by drilling new wells. 

On the other hand, despite the increase in production, the petro- 
leum consuming markets of Russia experienced a very great scarcity

of oil throughout the year, and many consumers of liquid fuel were 
compelled to fall back on coal for fuel purposes—a very expensive 
measure, in view of the coal famine experienced throughout Russia 
{see p. 94 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 9th January. 1913). 
Shipments of petroleum products from the Baku oil territory to the 
home consuming markets were on the decline throughout the year, 
although the production of crude oil at the wells was increasing. The 
shipments up to the close of navigation were 65,000,000 pouds in 
March-April, 1912; 60,300,000 pouds in May-June; 53,600,000 
pouds in July-August and 46,800,000 pouds in September—October. 
Petroleum producers attribute this decrease in shipments to their 
anxiety to replenish their stocks of oil at Baku, which had become 
depleted. 

Kerosene.—The exports from Batoum of petroleum products 
manufactured at Baku show an appreciable decrease of 49,546 tons 
on the figures of 1911. This is to be attributed to the decline in the 
demand in Europe for Russian kerosene in cases and cans, owing to 
other sources of supply, prevalent high prices, complications in 
Turkey and the consequent unsettled conditions of the Near Eastern 
markets, and to the caution exercised by exporters in the matter 
of avoiding accumulation of stocks of oil in Turkey. ‘The number of 
cases and cans of petroleum shipped from Batoum in 1912 was 


1,400,000 cases and 3,200,000 cans. 


The following additional particulars are given by the Acting 
British Vice-Consul at Baku (Mr. Wallis) :— 

The greater portion of the trade of Baku, and the majority of the 
minor industries there, are dependent on the petroleum industry, and 
therefore it is evident that, as a consequence of a slightly increased 
production, distributed over an increased number of producers, with 
much higher prices for the oil itself, the year 1912 has been one of 
general prosperity such as has not been seen since the earlier days of 
the petroleum industry, when the cost of producing oil was so low as to 
leave a handsome profit even on the very low prices then ruling. 

Production.—The production from the old fields at Balahani- 
Sabounchi-Romani and Bibi Eibat shows a slight decrease, namely, 
6,000,000 pouds (about 97,000 tons), or 14 per cent. ; but the develop- 
ment of Sourahani continues, and the production from this field has 
risen from 21,000,000 to 34,000,000 pouds (about 340,000 to 549,000 
tons), although the production of gas has naturally fallen, only 
five-eighths of the previous year’s quantity being available during 
1912. 

The production from the outlying fields of Binagadi, Holy Island 
and Cheleken also shows an increase, although the figures can only 
be estimated, as these districts are not subordinate to the Petroleum 
Producers’ and Refiners’ Association. The production may, however, 
be taken at 26,000,000 pouds (about 418,000 tons) during 1912, as 
against 20,000,000 pouds (322,000 tons) in 1911, the major propor- 
tion being contributed by Cheleken. 

The total production, therefore, available at Baku during the 
year 1912 was 479,000,000 pouds (about 7,700,000 tons), or an 
increase of 2°8 per cent. 
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The following table shows the production of petroleum in the 
different fields of the Baku region in 1912, the 1911 figures being 
added for purposes of comparison :—

Drilling.—As is always noticeable when high prices are ruling there 
was a marked increase in drilling activity. Both the number of new 
wells started and new wells completed show an increase as compared 
with the figures for 1911, as also the average number of wells in 
exploitation. The average daily production per well, however, shows 
a decrease of over 10 per cent. 

The increase in boring operations took place, it should be pointed 
out, mainly on the northern fields at comparatively shallow depths. The 
average depth of the new wells completed was only 1,232 feet, whereas 
wells are now in process of drilling at Bibi Hibat which are going 
down to or are already over 2,800 feet. 

In the ordinary way, when prices fall, drilling operations are 
stopped in many cases for lack of the necessary funds to be started 
again when prices improve, with the result that the increased 
production brings the prices down again. At present continued 
activity in drilling is going on, whilst there are no signs of prices 
breaking. 

Offers are being made by representatives of an American rotary 
drill system—clay-flush (the water-flush systems tried at Baku not 
having been successful)—who claim to go down in months to depths 
which require years when drilling under the present system. Several 
contracts have already been concluded, and if they should be 
successfully carried through it may revolutionise the business of 
drilling contractors. 
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Prices of orl, and sales.— Previously, forward contracts were based on 
a fixed price, only half of the difference (excess) between that price 
and the average monthly price being paid to the seller. For 1913 
very few forward sales had (at the date of the report) yet been made, 
but those that have been concluded have been on the basis of average 
monthly prices with a minimum of 30 copecks (74d.) per poud

H.M. Minister at the same time notified to the Swiss Government 
the accession of the Dominion of New Zealand to the Arrangement 
for the Prevention of False Indications of Origin on Goods, as revised 
at Washington, in accordance with the provisions of Art. 5 of that 
Instrument.

certain Provinces of the Dominion.

and Wire In accordance with these Regulations, the 
~~ wollen articles in question may be imported free of duty 
by builders of sea-going sailing ships, new, or newly 
repaired from old hulls, and by owners of seagoing sailing ships 
already built who desire to replace such anchors, &c. as have been 
lost or are no longer serviceable. The installation on the ship of 
auxiliary mechanical motor power, giving a speed of not more than 
six knots, does not deprive the owner of the privilege of duty-free 
admission. 

The number of articles to be admitted duty-free for each ship is 
determined by the Customs authorities, after verification of the data 
supplied by the builder or owner as to the vessel’s requirements. A 
record is to be kept of the quantity and nature of the articles 
admitted free of duty, so that the amount of Customs duty remitted 
may be subsequently exacted should the vessel be transferred for use 
In navigating rivers or lakes. Persons guilty of selling, or other- 
wise improperly disposing of anchors, chains and hawsers admitted 
free of duty for ships’ equipment will be prosecuted as for the contra- 
band importation of foreign goods. (C. 4,177.)

The Board of Trade are also in receipt, through the same channel, of 
a summary of a Circular of the Russian Customs 
Department, notifying that the Ministers of 
Commerce and Finance have authorised the duty- 
free re-importation into Russia of packing 
materials, of foreign or Finnish origin, adapted 
for the transport of certain specified goods, provided 
that on such packing materials Customs duty has 
been paid when they were first imported as containers of the goods in 
question, and which have been subsequently re-exported to foreign 
countries or to Finland in order to be re-filled and imported again 
into Russia.

The repeated importation, free of duty, of receptacles of guods 
which are dutiable according to gross weight is permitted only 
in cases where such receptacles have paid duty separately on their 
first importation into Russia as tare of those goods ; and in such cases 
the goods themselves (on the first importation and all subsequent im- 
portations thereof) are to be assessed for duty according to their gross 
weight. 

Persons who desire to secure the duty-free re-importation of the 
packing materials mentioned above must present to the Customs house, 
on the re-exportation of such materials, the receipt showing that 
Customs duty was paid thereon. The Customs officers then compare 
the packing materials to be re-exported with the particulars given in 
the receipt, and, in case of conformity, they issue an export 
certificate. 

The duty-free re-importation of packing materials is permitted 
during a period of four years from the date of delivery of the 
Customs receipt for payment of duty thereon. In case of re-importa- 
tion after the lapse of this period, Customs duty must be paid. 

Packing materials re-exported to Finland may be re-imported free 
of duty only if they come direct from Finland, and not from foreign 
countries.

Tariff Changes and Customs Regulations. 


SWEDEN. 
The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of copy 
, and translation (in part) of a Swedish Royal 
Official Control Decree, in force from the Ist January, 1913, 


any —. laying down the standards to which gold and silver 
oe Sioa wares manufactured in, or imported into, Sweden 


must conform. For the purpose of this Decree, 
gold wares are defined as articles made of a metal alloy containing at 
least 200/1000ths of fine gold, and silver wares as articles made of a 
metal alloy containing at least 400/1000ths of fine silver—in which 
the gold or the silver, as the case may be, is contained in the articles 
otherwise than as mere plating, gilding or silvering. ‘The prescrip- 
tions of this Decree apply to gold and silver wares with the exception 
of watch cases, spectacle frames, sheets, wire and unshaped bars of 
gold or silver, goldbeaters’ and gold drawers’ manufactures, and in- 
struments and apparatus destined for scientific or industrial purposes. 

Gold wares may not be manufactured from an alloy contaiming less 
than 760/1000ths of fine gold, with a “ remedy ” of 5/1000ths ; silver 
wares must be ofa fineness of at least 830/1000ths, with a “ remedy ” 
of 8/1000ths.. These wares must not be manufactured in such a way 
that, in the finished state, there is contained in the interior some 
material, other than gold or silver, that is not easily recognisable, so 
far as such material is not indispensable to make the article serve the 
purpose for which it is intended. Nor may such wares be soldered 
with any other metal which, owing to its appearance, might easily be 
mistaken for that metal of which the goods are made. Finished 
articles in which solder is present must be such that, on being melted 
down, the fineness of the resultant metal is not more than 5/1000ths 
in the case of gold wares, and 8/1000ths in the case of silver wares, 
under the above-mentioned standards with the respective “‘ remedies.” 

Gold and silver wares which do not conform to the foregoing 
prescriptions may not be imported into Sweden; but this does not 
apply to the following :— 

(1) Coins, articles obviously of antiquarian value, challenge 
trophies and articles brought into Sweden by persons coming from 
abroad which are destined either for their own personal use or 
that of their families, or for disposal as presents, or which may be 
regarded as household goods undergoing removal. 

(2) Samples of gold and silver wares which are brought into 
Sweden by foreign tradesmen or by commercial travellers acting for 
foreign firms, to be exhibited as samples, so far as this privilege is 
provided for by Treaties hetween Sweden and other countries. 

Goods other than of the kinds specified in paragraphs (1) and (2) 
above, are, on their arrival at a Swedish Customs house, to be sent at 
the cost of the importer to the Assay Office to be hall-marked if in 
accordance with the standards. If they are found not to conform to 
the standards established by this Decree, they will be forwarded by 
that Office, at the cost of the importer, to the “ Packhusinspektion” at 
Stockholm for re-exportation.

BELGIUM. 


The “ Frankfurter Zeitung” of 6th May states that April was a very 
—o ee unfavourable month for the Belgian iron and steel 
ae oon industry. The market was hampered both hy the 
— general strike and by customers holding back 
orders, so that works were unable to secure firm working con- 
ditions. The Belgian home trade was practically at a standstill, and 
works lowered their quotations in order to induce the placing of 
orders. Once prices are reduced, however, it is extremely difficult to 
raise them to a normal level. At the commencement of the strike 
home market prices were reduced as much as 5 francs, 74 francs, and 
even by 10 francs per metric ton, and no improvement has manifested 
itself since the strike came to an end. Export trade also continued to 
fall off, and owing to increased competition on the part of British and 
German works export prices had to be lowered on almost all products. 
In addition to this, working conditions are very unsatisfactory. The 
cost of production has not in any way been reduced, excepting in the 
case of scrap iron, so that contract work is considerably less profit- 
able than was the case about the middle of last year. On the whole, 
however, it is thought orders are being kept back artificially, that the 
present tension will presently be relaxed, and that markets will 


improve.

The cotton crop of the Caucasus in 1912 was good, in fact, the best 
and most abundant yield ever obtained. About 
323,000 acres of land are reported to have been 
under cotton in the eastern parts of the Trans- 
Caucasus during the year, and they are said to have yielded close upon 
27,775 tons of cotton.

Agricultural and Forest Products. 





Cotton is grown to a greater or lesser degree throughout the Trans- 
Caucasus with varying success, but in some districts it has become an 
important industry. The area at present available for the cultivation 
of cotton in the extensive plains of the Governments of Baku and 
Elizavetpol and some parts of the Governments of Erivan and Tiflis 
could, with little difficulty, be increased to about 600,000 acres. 

With this object in view, and in order to encourage cotton growing 
more generally, particularly in the districts referred to, the Russian 
Government took up the question in 1912, and a congress of cotton 
growers was convened at Tiflis by the Caucasian Cotton Association 
towards the latter part of the year. The needs of the industry were 
much discussed by the congress, which proposed the introduction of 
a series of measures for improving existing conditions and eventually 
securing, with the aid of the yield of the cotton crops of Central Asia, 
an exclusive supply of good cotton sufficient for the requirements 
of the spinning mills in Central Russia. 

These measures would seem to embrace a scheme for utilising the 
surplus waters of the Rivers Arax and Kura for purposes of irrigation, 
the substitution of certain summer cereal crops by cotton, the intro- 
duction of a wider system of credits to cotton planters with a view to 
improving their methods in cotton growing and acquiring practical 
instruction in its culture, and the establishment of experimental 
cotton farming, all of which were strongly recommended for adoption 
by the congress. Under these improved conditions it was estimated 
that the area at present under cotton could be increased from 332,000 
acres to over 1,000,000 acres, and the annual yield of cotton raised in 
the Trans-Caucasus from about 27,000 to 100,000 tons. 

According to the most recent figures available regarding the con- 
sumption of cotton in Russia, the quantity required by her spinning 
mills is about 356,000 tons. The present production of cotton in 
Central Asia, including the crops of Khiva and Bokhara, is about 
170,000 tons, which, with the present crop of the Caucasus, gives a 
total of close upon 200,000 tons.

There were considerable German investments in 
the gas, chemical and electrical industries, petroleum concerns, 
and also in the machinery and metal industries. In the gas industry, 
71 per cent. of the capital is German money, whilst in the 
electrical industry the proportion rises to 85 per cent., and even this 
is likely to be increased in the near future, as the electrical companies 
will be obliged to enlarge their scope, and the necessary capital will 
be drawn from Germany. (9,402.)

velop The province of Kuban comprises 82,757 
in 1911. square versts; the population amounted to 


2,836,181 persons on Ist January, 1912, an increase of 138,414 
over the previous year. Of the total population 924 per cent. are 
Russians. The amount of arable land in the Province comprises 
69°8 per cent. of the total area, barren land 16°1 per cent., and 
land under timber 14:1 per cent. 

The number of tobacco plantations existing in 1911 amounted to 
3,452, covering an area of 11,168 dessiatines, or 3°24 dessiatines to 
each plantation. The total production of tobacco reached 804,666 
pouds, or an average of 72 pouds per dessiatine. The largest yield 
was attained in the Ekaterinodar district. . 

Vine growing was carried on over an area of 8,460 dessiatines, or 
925 dessiatines more than in 1910, and the total receipts from this 
industry amounted to 415,210 roubles, or an average of 51°31 roubles 
for each cultivated dessiatine. 

From apiculture the total results during 1911 were a yield of 
111,723 pouds of honey and 8,968 pouds of wax, representing an 
aggregate value of 896,218 roubles, or 175,777 roubles more than in 
1910. 

The most important industry in the Kuban Province is the pro- 
duction of petroleum in the Maikop district, where there were 211 
wells in existence on Ist January, 1912, not including some 50 small 
wells. The total yield of petroleum from the 11 territorial sections 
comprising the Maikop district amounted in 1911 to 7,837,243 pouds. 

There were, during the same period, some 6,707 factories and 
works, the total annual production of which amounted to 40,853,372 
roubles, the district of Ekaterinodar ranking first with 13,201,479 
roubles. ‘The total number of workmen employed in trade was 19.654 
—an increase of 5,268 over 1910.

RUSSIlA—continued. 


According to the “ Nachrichten fiir Handel” (Berlin) of 28th April, 
Irbit Fair the indications, apparent now for some years, that 
1913. the great Russian fairs are failing to maintain their 
former importance, are borne out by a general 
review of the last fair at Irbit. The number of visitors decreases year 
by year. There is in particular a marked decline of interest on the 
part of large firms who come to the market with goods that they have 
either produced themselves or purchased. For example, as regards 
manufactured goods particularly, the fair has been avoided for some 
years now by several important Moscow firms, and whilst some large 
firms are still represented, there has this year been a further thinning 
of their ranks. ‘The fair was also less well supplied with colonial 
goods and sewing machines, but in fancy goods and in iron and 
metal goods, as well as in ready-made clothes, both supply and demand 
were equal to last year. 


In regard to furs, the Irbit fair this year has preserved its import- 
ance undiminished, despite various unfavourable circumstances, such 
as the political uncertainty, and the difficult financial situation with 
the numerous suspensions of payment. ‘The maintenance of this 
side of the fair is easily understood because, by the very nature 
of the fur trade, buying from sample is precluded, as even slight 
fluctuations in the condition of the goods, especially in the case 
of such valuable articles as sables, frequently involve differences 
in price ranging to hundreds of roubles; buying to sample would, 
therefore, be extremely risky. The prices of Russian skins 
again rose considerably in the course of the winter attaining 
a level in some cases never before reached. Business was good 
in Russia during the winter, except that native traders in 
prepared fur goods suffered severely from the unfavourable 
monetary conditions. All these circumstances naturally had their 
effect on the Irbit fair. There was a keen demand from abroad, 
especially on the part of Leipzig firms, a circumstance due to the 
prevailing high prices and to the relatively small supplies of American 
goods from the latest London sales. ‘There was also a demand for 
ready-made clothes from Moscow and St. Petersburg; on the other 
wow f both dealers in Siberian squirrel skins and dressers bought con- 
siderably less. Some of the latter have been thrown out of the trade 
by bankruptcy and credit to the rest has been curtailed. The 
Siberians wanted cash down for their goods almost without exception, 
and if this innovation becomes established, it will, according to the 
‘“‘ Nachrichten,” be decidedly in the interests of the fur trade; for if 
the Siberian products are sold against cash, the customer can in 
general purchase only to the extent of his immediate resources. 
Hence Leipzig firms, who mostly pay for their purchases in Russia 
on the spot, are in a measure protected against unfair competition.

Pomerania, Silesia, Brandenburg, Posen and Saxony.

able trade with the Balkans, and even more with Austria-Hungary ; 
as a matter of fact, noticeable disturbance in the trade with the latter 
country is reported. ‘The total exports of chemicals from Germany 
during the first quarter of 1913, however, amounted to 12,855,924 
double centners, valued at 248,130,000 marks (about £12,406,000), 
an increase of 1,875,546 double centners, valued at 51,080,000 marks 


(about £2,554 000), over the corresponding period of 1912.

The export of aniline dyes amounted to 158,976 double centners 
in the first quarter of 1913, as against 142 528 double centners 
for the corresponding period of 1912. The export of artificial and 
natural indigo rose from 28,971 double centners to 75,872 double 
centners during the months under review. This sudden increase is 
chiefly due to the increase of the imports into China from 2,158 
double centners to 49,132 double centners. (9,737.)

The “ Frankfurter Zeitung ” of 6th May states that a report issued by 
Cement Trade the Rhenish- Westphalian Cement Syndicate, which 
in 1912 is composed of 34 companies controlling 36 works, 
shows that the sales of cement in 1912 amounted 
to 5,199,365 casks (weighing 170 kilogs. each), representing about 59 
per cent. of the allotment figures. The increased sales over 1911 
amount to 190,043 casks, or 2°15 per cent., which is accounted for 
by the increased demand in connection with canal construction, 
railway building, and the export trade. So far as the Syndicate is 
concerned the outlook is not very cheerful. Competition outside the 
Syndicate is very keen, and high tariffs and shipping rates are 


hampering the export trade.

BRAZIL. 


The British Vice-Consul at Cuyabaé (Mr. J. L. H. Atkinson) reports 
that, in spite of the financial stringency during 
ing gem 1912, there were no failures in Cuyabaé. Business 
in 1912 was practically at a standstill from April onwards, 
and very few important orders were given abroad 
—possibly because almost all the merchants over-imported during 
1910 and 1911. There was very little demand for cotton goods during 
the year by the larger wholesale firms, owing to local agents of foreign 
firms importing for their own account and being compelled to sell to 
the small traders, who in the past were supplied by the local wholesale 
dealers. 

Fiubber still continues to be the chief article of export from Matto 
Grosso, and the last crop is expected to show a considerable increase 
over previous years. The total exports during the year amounted to 
492,748 kilogs., of which 375,937 kilogs. were consigned to the 
United Kingdom, and 94,000 kilogs. to Germany. (C. 3,517.)

JAPAN: 


The British Vice-Consul at Hakodate (Mr. E. L. 8. Gordon) has 

, furnished the following particulars regarding the 

— tinned crab niuay ‘of the Hokkaido , and 
*y: Karafuto (Japanese Sakhalin) :— 

This industry is concerned with the tinning of crabs caught off the 
coasts of the Hokkaido, the Kurile Islands, and Karafuto. In 
Karafuto there are tinning plants at the various fishing places, but 
the majority of the crabs caught in the other two districts are tinned 
at Nemuro. ‘The first export of tinned crabs took place in 1905, and 
since then the demand has increased considerably every year, so that 
now the exporting firms in Tokio, Yokohama, Osaka, Kobe, &c. have 
begun to invest money in the encouragement of the industry. 

It is estimated that during 1912 Nemuro produced 1,850,000 Ibs. 
of tinned crabs and Karafuto 1,200,000 lbs., with a total value of

£130,000, as compared with 1,600,000 lbs. and 1,700,000 Ibs. 
respectively, in 1911, valued at £95,000. During 1911 there were 
265,196 dozen tins of crabs, valued at £95,751, exported from the 
southern ports, as compared with 201,737 dozen tins, valued at 
£74,696 in 1910. The export figures for 1912 are 401,502 dozen tins, 
valued at £141,355, of which Yokohama alone exported 343,116 dozen 
tins, valued at £119,783, as compared with 250,702 dozen tins, 
valued at £90,651, in the previous year. 

There are about 30 tinning plants on Karafuto Island and 16 in 
Nemuro, whilst the Island of Kunashiri is very prosperous, having 
27 plants. Special attention is now being paid to the development 
of the promising fisheries of Paramushiri and Shumshu at the 
northern end of the Kurile Islands. Few of the canners have much 
of their own capital to depend on, and they rely on advances they 
receive from the exporters at the beginning of each season. The 
industry is, therefore, not in as flourishing a condition as one might 
fancy at first sight, and a bad fishing season, combined with fluctuating 
prices and competition might have a disastrous effect. Most of the 
local canners have joined in a company which was started in Karafuto 
last year, under the style of the ‘‘ Hokuyo Kwanzume Kabushiki 
Kaisha” (North Sea Canning Company, Limited), with a capital of 
300,000 yen (£30,625). 1t is hoped that this abolition of unnecessary 
competition will improve the condition of the industry and enable 
attention to be turned towards improving the quality of the product. 

The methods of canning have been faulty and an association has 
been formed for the purpose of remedying the defects in the methods 
in use. Offices for the inspection of tinned crab and salmon have 
been established at the principal ports in the north and at Yokohama, 
and a strict system of inspection is enforced. The canners at Nemuro 
are said to be decreasing the number of their fishing boats by about 
30 per cent., and will further reduce their working expenses by using 
steam launches for towing purposes. 

The usual mode of doing business is for foreign firms to send their 
orders to the exporters, who in their turn make special contracts with 
the canners. Sometimes foreign firms in Japan contract directly with 
the canners, and occasionally the Japanese exporters buy directly for 
cash at the market price. Owing to the increased demand, due to the 
Opening up of trade with Europe, there was considerable competition 
amongst dealers in 1912, and prices have risen to 25 yen (£2 11s.) 
per box of 4 dozen 1 lb. tins of Karafuto crab and 22 yen (£2 4s. 11d.) 
for the samme quantity of Nemuro crab. 

I'he principal foreign market is the United States, followed by the 
United Kingdom, France, Germany, Australia and China.

for the third. This publication, which contains much more detailed and exhaus- 
tive information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first 
volume abstract tables for the years 1907-1911, and detailed statements 
of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to each country, 
and in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, tranship- 
ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade 
at each port of the United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) 
contains a classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the 
“ Annual Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

This publication contains an account of the work accomplished by 
the Advisory Committee on Commercial Intelligence since its re-con- 
stitution in March, 1910. 

A description is given of the work of the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, from which it appears that the annual number of enquiries 
has risen from 13,144 in 1909 to 16,488 in 1912. 

There is also a statement as to the Commercial Missions despatched 
by the Committee to Syria and Palestine, and to Central America, 
Venezuela, and Colombia. 

The steps taken to secure permanent trade representation in India 
and the Colonies were described in the Report of the former Committee, 
published in 1909 (Cd. 4,917). The present Report sets out the 
general nature of the scheme and recent developments in connection 
therewith. In addition to the Trade Commissioners in the Self- 
Governing Dominions, provision is at present made for 11 Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in Canada, 1 in Newfoundland, 4 in Australia, 
2 in New Zealand, and 5 in South Africa. 

An account is given of the business of the Committee in relation 
to the new customs tariffs of foreign countries; the Committee has 
had under consideration the proposals for the complete revision 
of the tariffs of Japan, Sweden, and the Netherlands, and also pro- 
posed modifications of the customs valuation tariffs of Spain and the 
Argentine Republic. 

Among the Appendices to the Report is a statement showing the 
work of the Commercial Intelligence Branch (see pp. 342-3) and 
a list of H.M. Trade Commissioners and Trade Correspondents in the 
Self-Governing Dominions.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &o, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1912, 1,098 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 146,578) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,091 
Circular letters and copies totalling 142,032 sent out in 1911. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is intended to 
be a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest 
shall be collected and classified in a form convenient for reference, and 
at which, so far as the interests of British trade permit, replies shall be 
given to enquiries by traders on commercial matters.

Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time.

NATIONAL INSURANCE ACT, 1911. PART IL. 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 

A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1319. Workmen engaged in the repair of the framework sup- 
porting lead chambers used in the manufacture of sulphuric acid. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 
1318. Workmen engaged in the repair of lead chambers used in 
the manufacture of sulphuric acid. 


Note.—W here no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
